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Formations  of  Erasure:  Earthworks  and  Entropy  is  a  contemporary 
photographic  display  about  the  interaction  of  earthworks  with  the  sculpting 
forces  of  erosion.  Earthwork  (sometimes  called  Land  Art)  sites  are  places 
where  the  earth  itself  is  used  as  a  medium  for  artistic  expression,  where 
artists  have  used  soil,  rock,  or  other  terrestrial  materials,  sometimes  on  a 
large  scale,  to  create  pieces  that  explore  cultural  or  formal  issues  relating  to 
the  landscape.  This  exhibit  features  a  selection  of  earthworks,  represented  in 
large  color  photographic  prints  (all  recent  additions  to  the  Center  for  Land  Use 
Interpretation  Photographic  Archive),  where  the  earthworks  have  been 
transformed  by  natural  and  human  erosion  to  become  a  new  kind  of  landform 
-  a  formation  that  blends  the  intentionality  of  the  artist's  hand  with  the 
subsequent  "entropic"  forces  of  decay.
